I bought some Allen-Bradley 2K 5% 2W CCs through the last real 
distributor here in town a couple years ago.

Any film type, metal or carbon, has a real problem when used 
in antenna systems. Lightning (or even temporary 1 kW for a 
few dits) has nothing to do with how they live with a few 
hundred percent overload. It's a severe pulse problem that 
vaporizes the thin layer because heat is concentrated in a 
thin film layer without any thermal mass. 


At my QTH after a typical lightning storm at least half of 
every termination using carbon film (which is all you ever 
will find now without a special order to a manufacturer even 
if you look at the housing and it reminds you of a carbon 
comp from the 60's or earlier) or metal oxide resistor is 
shot...even when the body looks great. 


By far the best choice now is a OX or OY series metal 
composition. Second is a special order carbon comp from 
Allen-Bradley. Instead of replacing half the 30-some 


terminations after a storm, I only change one or two every 
several months now.

Please accept this periodic posting as it is intended: 
A suggestion that will help everyone on the list... 


Many many of the members of the list read through text-based mailers on 
systems of other than WIntel origins... this is particularly true for 
those members who are "off-shore" where the technology is too expensive 
to justify. Just keep in mind that NOT everyone reads the list postings 
with the very latest windowed technology. 


PLEASE avoid the use of HTML and "quoted printable" in your email. If 
you don't know what this means, then PLEASE get help and set your mailer 
up so that you send your posts to the list in "PLAIN TEXT" only, with NO 
fancy HTML.... generally, avoid fancy fonts and colors, which will force 
your mailer to use the fancy stuff, and creates the problem. 


The problem is serious enough that we have taken steps to protect the 
list... we have created a filter that detects anything sent to the list 
that is not plain text, and deletes the rest of the message from the place 
where the non-text is detected. 


You may have seen "FORBIDDEN FORMAT" in a post to the list, and wondered 


what happened... it is the phrase we insert to let the poster know that 
the post contained a binary, an attachment, HTML, a "vcard" or some other 
format that presents a problem to the List Processor... it enforces 


consideration of your fellow BoatAnchors members. 
PLEASE use only plain text. 


PLEASE Get help with setting your mailer to not send the 
fancy HTML and quoted printable. 


PLEASE be considerate of the list resources and your fellow members.
